Great Pritain and the United States 
eventually will be in accord on the na- 
val armament question and when 
that time comes a big step will havo 
been taken in insuring world peace, 
John B. Atkins, political editor of tho 
London Spectator, told members of 
the English-speaking union in Chi- 
cago. 

“The failure of the Geneva confer- 
ence was a blow to the hopes and aims 
of the English people, but it is only 
a question of time until the two na- 
tions are able to see eye to eye on 
this question,” Atkins said. 

“It is not realized in this country 
how necessary it is for Gritain to re- 
duce her offensive arms, or how much 
in earnest Englishmen are on the dis- 
armament question. Since the war 
England's industries have been on tho 
verge of disintegration. The thermo- 
meter of our prosperity, our north- 
ern heavy industries, coal, stcel and 
textile, has been very low.” 

The dispute on the Night cruiser 
question, to which Atkins attributed 
the Geneva break, he traced to the 
geographical differences between tho 
British Empire and the United States. 
Britain held out for a larger number 
of small cruisers because of the com- 
plexity of trade routes she must pro- 
tect. 

“We recognize that commercial 
prosperity which once was Britain's 
has passed to the United States,” ho 
said. ‘‘ Because of this we realize that 
entering into a naval building com- 
petition with you would be to court 
disaster. That is why I am convinced 
that the light cruiser problem will 
not long remain a point of difference. 

“In the next war the battle lines 
| will be the centres of production, in- 
| Stead of ditches in muddy fields. The 
|civilization of the countries involved 
| will receive crushing blows.” 


Farmers Account Book 


A Useful Little Account Book For 
Farmers 

Farm surveys have shown that 
| very few farmers follow a systematic 
;method of farm accounting. This 
;may, in the past, have been due to a 
lack of suitable simple forms or ac- 
count books for the purpose. There 
‘are today a number of simple books 
issued which are a great help to the 
| farmer in this important matter. 
|Farming is a business, and if it does 
not pay the farmer should know why 
lit does not pay. Some record of re- 
|ceipts and expenses, together with an 
‘inventory (a list with values of live- 
| stoels, feed, implements, etc., on 
hand), taken at the beginning and 
jthe end of the farmers’ year, must be 
kept if he is to find out why it doesn’t 
pay. Keep a record of each depart- 
ment of your farm business, Find out 
jhow much you are making from each, 
and if any are not paying. 

A simple and yet very useful little 
account book for farmers has been 
issued by the Dominion experimental 
‘farms, This may be procured trom 
}the publications branch, department 
|of agriculture, Ottawa, for the nom- 
\inal charge of ten cents. This little 
book while simple, is a great step in 
advance of keeping no accounts 
i whatever. Now is a good time to take 
‘an inventory and start keeping ac- 
| counts.

Discovery By Dr, Scagar Wheeler

Ottawa.-- Centralized industrial re- 
search, made possible by the decision 
of the Dominion Government to es 
tablish national research laboratories 
at Ottawa, will be of distinct benefit 
to Canadian universities, as well as 
to Canadian industries. 

Co-operating with the National 
Research Council, the universities 
have for the past ten years volun- 
tarily given over their laboratories 
and their staffs to investigations out- 
side the strict limits of academic re- 
search, The step finally decided up- 
on at Ottawa, on the insistent 
sentation of the National 
Council, means that these facilities 
will once more be liberated for the 
service of pure science. 

The council will continue the bur- 
saries and scholarships with which, 
since its it has stimulated 
the training of research specialists, 
to supplant foreign-trained experts 
in Canadian industries. The fitting of 
scientists for research work is of the 
utmost importance to Canada, whose 
industries are still in an infant stage 
of development, it is pointed out. 

The National Research Council has 
awarded 44 scholarships, as the result 
of which
